Fruit Evaporating.

A FRUIT-EVAPORATOR. 


The mode of preparing apples for the evaporator is first to 
pare them and remove the cores, and then to cut them into 
thin slices or rings. Next, if it be thought fit to give the 
fruit a bleached and white looking appearance, it is sub- 
mitted to the fumes of sulphur. Then it is placed in the 
heated chamber of the evaporator on wire trays, and there 
left till all the moisture in it has been driven out. The 
time occupied in the process is from three to four hours, 
dependent on the kind of apples. Apples thus evaporated 
will keep for any length of time. They are always ready for 
the cook, and they can be quickly converted into a great 
variety of dainty dishes. For trade purposes it is best to 


pack the dried rings into boxes of 25 Ib. or 50 Ib. It may 


be estimated what a profit there is in this business when 
one considers that apple rings sell at 2d. per lb., that every 
apple grown may be put to use, and there need be no loss 
of decayed fruit, no going to glutted markets, and that a 
sale can be found for the whole of the produce in one bulk.

One of the most interesting | 
efforts of the late Sir Henry Bessemer’s busy life was the 
attempt to solve the problem of sea-sickness. He actually 
had a steamer of this sort built in 1874. He perceived

Ostime was a valuable officer for the detection of 
the marauding element on railways, as he is reputed to 
have known by sight almost every railway pickpocket of 
note, and he was engaged to particularly watch and 
safeguard the interests of the unsuspecting public who 
travelled on the Inner Circle. Perry had been captured 
with a confederate, but alleged that he and his comrade 
escaped by the aid of Ostime. On the night of 
Jan. 4 Perry was rearrested and charged. In the 
waiting - room he accused Ostime of treachery in 
identifying him after an inspector had failed to do so. 
From Holloway Prison he wrote to him threatening to 
make a clean breast of the whole business if Ostime did not. 
get him off on remand. Perry's brother also came to the 
court with a sheaf 6f highly compromising letters, but was 
intimidated by the ex-detective, and went away without 
handing them to the magistrate. After Perry’s conviction. 
at the Sessions he made the statements which led to 
Ostime’s arrest. In cross-examination the arrest of an 
anonymous M.P. by Ostime at South Kensington Station 
last December was then referred to by Mr. Disney, who 
watched the case for the District Railway Compiny. He 
said the charge made by the prisoner was investigated, and 
they were uite satisfied withthe hon. members explanation. 
It lies with Mr. Ostime to clear himself if he can from the 
aspersions cast upon him, and if he succeeds in doing so he 
will emerge from the ordeal a much injured and deeply 


wronged man, who should be handsomely compensated for ` 


his arrest and humiliation. By the way, the proprietors 
of the London omnibuses are doing the public « service by.

International Rugby Football at Limerick. 
The appearance of the Welsh fifteen at Limerick last 
Saturday proved, as expected, a great attraction. It was 
the first occasion that a Rugby international had been 
played in this quarter of the Emerald Isle, and, for reasons 
only too well known, Ireland and Wales did not meet last 
season. Interest in the match was increased by the fact 
that of twelve matches previously played, Wales had won 
six and Irelend five. Neither country had its strongest 
representation, but a good game was played, and Wales 
added to her list of victories by scoring 11 points to 3. 


The Association Game. 

At Fir Park, Motherwell, the Welsh Association team 
opposed an eleven of Scotland that included no fewer than 
nine men who had had no r>- ious experience of inter- 
national football, so far as playing is concerned, Against 
the wind in the first half, the Welsh forwards seemed 
unable to settle down to concerted action, and they were 
not materially helped by their halves. The result was 
Scotland scored four goals to one before change of ends. 
During the latter portion of the game the play was much 
more even aud interesting. Fach side showed excellent 
defence, and one goal apiece was all that was obtained, so 
the match ended in the success of Scotland by five goals to 
two.

The Cup Semi-Finals. 

Both Notts Forest and Southampton must have been 
peculiarly gratified with the reception accorded them in 
the centre of cutlery, for nearly 30,000 persons assembled 
on the Bramall Lane ground, scene of many a cricket 
match of the highest importance. The game was one dis- 
tinctly above the average of semi-finals, in which the play 
is generally prejudiced by over-anxiety. Notts Forest 
scored a goal in the first five minutes, and they certainly 
Were seen to the better advantage in the first half, midway 
in which, however, Southampton had equalised matters. 
Following change of ends, the Southern team played more 
effectively than their opponents, notwithstanding that one 
of their forwards wus little better than a passenger, having 
been injured in the first half.
